It 
took piacQ Sunday, a few miles from 
here. The fight was one of the most 
stubborn and brutal that has ever been 
witnessed. 
Gallagher was so badly 
hurt that he died of his injuries last even- 
ing. 


it took 105 rounds to settle which 
was the best man, during which Gallft=- 
gher was knocked down ninety-eight 
times. In the forty-eighth rouiid his 
arm was broken by abloWj but he in- 
sisted on fighting and showed an 
amount of piuck and grit rarely seen in 
the ring. Nothwithstanding his injury 
he fought with undiminished ferocity. 


Ward got in a terrific right hander 
under Gallagher's chin in the ninety- 
eighth ro^d, which • sent him stunned 
to the ground, but he jmrtly recovered, 
and in a. half dazed state fought seven 
more rounds. 
In the 105th and last 
round, 'Ward landed a terrible blow and 
Gallagher went down like a log, and 
with the exception of a hardly percept- 
ible respiration, showed no signs of life. 
It took some time to restore him, and 
he was at once removed to his home. 
He never fully rallied, however, and his 
death soon followed. 
Only a few per- 
sons witnessed the fight. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—Later reports from 
Butte, Mont., says that both Ward and 
Gallagher, the principal in the 105- 
round fight, are dead. Gallagher died 
between 7 and 8 o'clock and Ward about 
10 o'clock last evening.

THE C R O m MURDERERS 


A r e Visited This Momlns in Jail b y 
Their Friends-The Besnlt of 
,'a 9iew Trial. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 17.—Previous to the 
announcement of the verdict in the 
Cronin case, which was published in 
these columns yesterday, the sheriff and 
his bailiffs conducted the five prisoners 
into court, and M 2:25 o'clock p. m. the 
verdict was rendered. 


Simultaneous with the announcement 
of the verdict, Coughlin, O'Sullivan and 
Burke turned deathly pale, whüe Kunze 
started suddenly from his seat anda 
moment later dropped his head upon his 
breast and burst into tears. Beggs' face 
was luminous with joy and immediately 
after the polling of the jury he arose 
from amid the prisoners, walked over to 
the jury box and, during the breathless 
lull that 
followed, 
shook Foreman 
Clarke's hand heartily and said: "Gen- 
tlemen, I thank you. I trust that the 
future may confirm your judgment upon 
me, and that you will never regi'et that 
you found me not guilty of this terrible 
charge." 


Mr. Forrest on behalf of the four con- 
victed defendents entered the accus- 
tomed motion for a new trial, and after 
considerable discussion the judge fixed 
January 13 as the day on which the mo- 
tion for a new trial should be argued, 
and the prisoners were taken back te 
jail. 


A popular opinion relative to the pos- 
sibilities of a second trial gained circu- 
lation last night among men who were 
disappointed at the verdict. It was be- 
lieved by many that if the case was re- 
tried, the second jury could inflict the 
death penalty if it chose. 


"This," as a well known attorney 
said, "is an error. The supreme court 
has decided in a case involving the pos- 
sibility of capital punishment 
that 
when the original trial jury has fixed 
the penalty at imprisonment that a sec- 
ond jury.cannot inflict the death pen- 
alty. This is one of the reasons why 
Judge Longenecker and his associates 
will resist a motion for a new trial and 
fight the proceedings in the upper 
courts, step by step." 


PRESS COMMENTS ON THE VEBDICT. 
The Herald says; "It is altogether 
likely that upon a sober second thought 
the verdict of the jury in the Cronin 
case will be considered most consonant 
with the evidence and with justice, that 
could be made—with the exception, per- 
haps, of Beggs- * * * So long as 
these men live they will remain a men- 
ace to the real conspirators who planned 
the crime. Marched to the scaffold and 
particularly as Irish 
martyrs, they 
might have still preserved their secret 
and have believed that they were dying 
heroically in a great cause." 


The 
Tribune says: "The verdict, 
even if it is not quite what was expect- 
ed, is yet severe enough to teach the 
much needed lesson that no man, no 
matter how 'patriotic' their professed 
motives, can set themselves up above the 
law in this country; that men can not be 
tried by courts unknown to American 
constitutions for offences unrecognized 
by American law." 


GAXIIING ON THE CONDEMNED MEN. 


Friends of the four men convicted yes- 
terday called on them this morning to 
tender their sympathy and deplore their 
fate. Mrs. Coughlin leaned against the 
iron bars of the visitors cage and sobbed 
as though her heart would break, while 
her husband whispered such words of 
comfort and consolation as he could com- 
mand. 


O'Sulhvan's sister, accompanietl by 
her husband, paid the ice man a visit.

Hauling Hea\7 JLoads. 


The act in regard to hauling heavy 
loads on the gravel roads, approved 
March 11, 1889, is as follows: 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Indiana, that 
it shall be unlawful for any person to 
haul over any turnpikes, or gravel roady, 
at any time when the same is thawing 
through, or is by reason of wet weather 
in" condition to be cut up and injured by 
heavy hauling, a load on a narrow tired 
wagon of more than twenty hundred 
pounds, or on a broad tired wagon of 
more than twenty-five hundred potmds, 
and any person violating the provisions 
of this act shfidl be fined not less than 
five dollars nor more than fifty dollars, 
for each load so hauled.

W H A T will be Chicago's next sensa- 
tion? 


A NEW pofitoffice in Indiana is called 
Tanner. 


Two weeks from to day will be the 
last day of the year. 


SENATOB Allen, of Washington state, 
is so yonthf al in appearance that he was 
recently refused admission to the floor 
of the United States Senate chamber by 
a doorkeeper who did not know him. 


THE committee to investigate the Sil- 
cott shortage in the sergeant at arm's of- 
fice found that Speaker Reed had orer- 
drawn his account $1,934. Mr, Beed ex- 
plains it away by saying that the amount 
is covered by his extra pay as speaker. 


A POSTMASTSB at Lafayette is expected 
to be named this week. It is undecided 
yet who will get the position. 
B. Wil- 
son Smith and Messrs. Throckmorton 
and Greigmyer are mentioned promi- 
nently. The latter has the indorsement 
of OongreBsman Oheadle. 


ALII the learned doctors of Paris are 
discussing the preventive of disease, and 
so simple a thing as fresh air in sleeping 
rooms and better ventilation of dwell- 
ings occupies columns of their report. 
It is asserted by one physician and sur- 
geon that consumptives have died from 
breathing the fetid poison of their own 
heated and constantly occupied rooms. 


SOME means of permitting the imme- 
diate introduction of billd in the house 
of representatives will probably be sanc- 
tioned early this week, and a prodigious 
number of new and old measures now 
fill the pigeon holes of 329 members 
awaiting the opportunity. 
When the 
call once begins not less tiian two legis- 
lative days will be required to complete 
it. 


IT is the purpose of the House to dis- 
pose of all its contested election cases in 
January. 
The Indiana case will be 
ready for the House by the second week 
week in January and the seventeen 
other ciajses will rapidly follow. It has 
been customary during the last three 
Congresses to delay report on contest as 
long as possible, and some of them were 
not finally disposed of until the second 
session of the Congress. This wa^ done 
for the double purpose of permitting 
time to allay local interest and sitting 
members to draw their salaries. 


THE present congress will be asked to 
provide for an increase in the compensa- 
tion of railway mail clerks. It is pro 
posed that postal clerks, who are as- 
signed to routes of from 150 to 200 
miles, shall receive $1,200 per annum; 
on routes of from 300 to 350 miles, 
$1,3(X); on trunk lines, where the mail 
is heavy and the routes are from 400 to 
500 miles and four clerks are required, 
$1,500, $1,400, $1,300, $1,200 respect- 
ively. There is also a provision in the 
proposed bill which gives to the widow 
or nearest relative of any railway mail 
clerk who loses his life while in the 
service one year's pay at the rate re- 
ceived by the deceased. 


THE CBOKIIf CASE TEBDI€T. 
Chicago's great murder trial is ended. 
The verdict of the jury, which was 
awaited with feverish interest by the 
people of two continents, was brought 
into court Monday 
afternoon at 3 
o'clock. It consigned to the peniten- 
tiary for life, Daniel Coughlin, Patrick 
O'SuUivan and Martin Burke, while 
John Kunze, the little German, is given 
three years, and John F. Beggs, the law- 
yer, is acquitted. 


A fouler crime than that committed 
by the Cronin murderers is not found 
on the pages of America's criminal his- 
tory. Almost every reader is familiar 
with it, for it has been the talk of fire- 
sides and the theme of newspapers for 
months. 


Dr. Patrick H. Cronin was a practic- 
ing physician in Chicago. 
On the 
night of the 4th of 
last he was 
lured to the Carlson cottage on profes- 
sional busings, ostensibly to see a man 
who had been injured, and was there 
murdered by his enemies. His body 
was stripped and put into a trunk, car- 
ried to a catdi-basin of a sewer in the 
city and thrown in. 
Here it was found 
sixteen days afterwards. 
The country 
was aroused with indignation, and 
slowly the detectives in the case wove 
the web of guilt around the suspicioned 
ones and the arrests followed. 


The trial was one of the most sensa- 
tion^ and has lasted for weeks. The 
legal talent on the side of both the 
prosecution and the defense was the 
best tiiat could be found in the city of 
Chicago. The prisoners were given a 
fair and honest hearing. I^ie jury de- 
liberated on their verdict for two days, 
and after discussing all the phases of 
testimony, arrived at the ooncliuion 
stated above.' 


The decision of the jury was un- 
doubtedly a compromise verdict. It is 
stated that eleven of them wero icy 
visiting the death penalty on Conghlin, 
O'SoUivan and 
Burke 
apd lighter 
sentenoeg for Knszéland Beggs. The 
question WM diaooMed pt kngth «nd 
oonoesnons made on both aides, and 


Anally a vatdiol anired at that released 
Beggs and gave prison sentences to 
Coughlin, 
O'SuUivan, 
Burke and 
Sunze. 


All the conspirators in the bloody 
crime were not on trial. The real assassins 
were probaHy arrested,but some of those 
who were behind the conspiracy and 
prompted the murder, were not appre- 
hended, and unless confessions follow 
they may never be brought to justice. 


The verdict of the jury was a disap- 
pointment. There were many who fol- 
lowed the testimony in the case who be- 
lieved that death, the taking of life for 
life, was the only way in which the 
murder of Dr. Cronin could be avenged. 
If the prisoners were guilty of the foul 
crime with which they stood charged, 
death should have been dealt out to 
them, but the jury saw fit to act other- 
wise and with their verdict the Ameri- 
can people, who have taken such a great 
interest in the case, must be satisfied. 
If the jury erred, they have erred on 
the side of mercy, and it may be they 
have acted for the best. Time alone 
can tell.

C H A M C I C . 


Frequent complaints have been made 
by farmers all over the country that 
agricultural report« are. furnished grain 
brokers and speculators in advance and 
used by them to influence prices to the 
detriment of farmers who ought to get 
the benefit of information issued by the 
department. Ih many instances farmers 
have refused on this account to furnish 
information to the agricultural depart- 
ments and state and county correspond- 
ents. In order to give producers the 
advantage of the earliest possible in- 
formation, Secretary Busk has prepared 
a bill which provides that all monthly 
and special reports issued by the secre- 
tary of agriculture shall be delivered to 
the signal office at 4 o'clock on the 
evening of their publication, and by the 
signal office telegraphed to every signal 
station in the United States. 


It also provides that 
each signal 
service officer shall at once mail copies 
of these reports to every postoffice in 
his district, thus placing the reports in 
the hands of every farmer who has pro- 
duce for sale, sinultaneously with the 
grain speculators. The bill provides for 
an appropriation of $40,000 to carry out 
its provision. It will be introduced by 
Congressman Whiting, of Michigan.

One of the best teachers'''institntes 
that htis occurred for years took place 
last Saturday in the high school room. 
When Prof. J. B. Munger called the 
teachers to order twelve of the fourteen 
teachers were present. On motion of 
Mr. Peters Miss Emma Peckham was 
elected secretary. 


After a few preliminary remarks as to 
the purposes of institutes by the chair- 
man, Miss Peckham read an essay on 
"School Government." The paper was 
a good one, bringing forth the im- 
portance and necessity of government, 
back of which must 
rules or laws, 
and further back punishment. 
This 
subject was thoroughly discussed by the 
teachers present. The chairman then 
stated that as the "New School Books" 
was a subject much spoken of, it would 
not be out of place to discuss the sub- 
ject there, and get the opinions of 
teachers who are using them. He first 
called upon Mr. Peters to express his 
views as to the merits of the books. 
Mr. Peters said that he was well pleased 
with the new books with the exception 
of one reader and the elementary geo- 
graphy, and stated his objections, which 
were conceded to by Mr. Heintzleman 
and other teachers. The institute then 
adjourned until 1:30 p. m. 


The afternoon session was opened by 
music. The chairman then announced 
the plan set forth by Trustee Baker for 
holding the next institute by having 
a day and night session, the night 
session to be of a literary character, and 
each school in the township to furnish 
its portion of the program. A. D. 
Heintzleman then explained the method, 
of teaching penmanship and a lively 
discussion ensued. Miss Buchanan de- 
sired to know how to prevent young 
pupils from writing with great rapidity 
when forming letters inacurately. Mr. 
Heintzleman gave the desired informa- 
tion. The institute was favored with 
music. Miss Williard read a paper on 
"Primary Work in District Schools. 
Miss Willard's paper was attentively 
listened to. The usual discussion fol 
lowed. 


"The uses of the Tellurian Globe," by 
J. J. Peters was the next subject called. 
Mr. Peters demonstrated the motions of 
the earth, moon, and sun by the use of a 
Lunar Tellurian. He also impressed 
upon the minds of the teachers the ne- 
cessity of a higher knowledge of scien- 
ces than only to have the knowledge of 
the things he is expected to teach. His 
talk and explanations were received with 
favor. 


J. B. Munger was the last on the pro- 
gram. His subject being, "Zoology.' 
He said that the speaker who preceded 
him had shown the advantages of higher 
studies so plain that his subject would 
be to go over the same ground. Never- 
theless he read an able paper on the sub- 
ject which captivated the audience. 


After a few remarks the institute ad- 
journed.

Free trial package sent by mall, 


IT is the purpose of the House to dis- 


pose of all its contested election cases in 
January. 
The Indiana case will be 


ready for the House by the second week 
week in January and the seventeen 
other eases will rapidly follow. 
It has 


been customary during the last three 
Congresses to delay report on contest as 
long as possible, and some of them were 
not finally disposed of until tho second 
session of the Congress. This was done 
for the double purpose of permitting 
time to allay local interest and sitting 
members to draw their salaries. 


THE present congress will be asked to 


provide for an increase in the compensa- 
tion of railway mail clerks. It is pro 
pased that postal clerks, who are as 
signed to routes of from 150 to 200 
miles, shall receive §1,200 per annnm; 
on routes of from 300 to 350 miles, 
$1,300; on trunk lines, where the mail 
is heavy and the routes are fiom 400 to 
500 miles and four clerks are required, 
81,500, §1,400, 81,300, 31,200 respect- 
ively. There is also a provision in the 
proposed bill which gives to the widow 
or nearest relative of any railway mail 
clerk who loses his life while in the 
service one year's pay at the rate re- 
ceived by the deceased. 


THE CKOXIX CASK VERDICT. 
Chicago's great murder trial is ended. 


The verdict of the jury, which was 
awaited with feverish interest by tho 
people of two continents, was brought 
into court Monday 
afternoon at 3 


o'clock. It consigned to the peniten- 
tiary for life, Daniel Coughlin, Patrick 
O'Sullivan and Martin Burke, while 
John Kunze, the little German, is given 
three years, and John F. Beggs, the law- 
yer, is acquitted. 


A fouler crime than that committed 


by the Cronin murderers is not found 
on the pages of America's criminal his- 
tory. Almost every reader is familiar 
with it, for it has been the talk of fire- 
sides and tho theme of newspapers for 
months, 


Dr. Patrick H. Cronin was a practic- 


ing physician in Chicago. 
On tho 


night of the 4th of May last ho was 
lured to the Carlson cottage on piofes- 
sional business, ostensibly to see a man 
who had been injured, and was theie 
murdered by his enemies. His body 
was stripped and put into a trunk, car- 
ried to a catch-basin of a sewer in the 
city and thrown in. 
Here it was found 


sixteen days afterwards. 
Tho country 


was aroused with indignation, 
and 


slowly the detectives in the case wove 
the web of guilt around the suspicioned 
ones and the arrests followed. 


The trial was one of the most sensa- 


tional and has lasted for weeks. The 
legal talent on the side of both tho 
prosecution and the defense was tho 
best that could be found in the city of 
Chicago. Tho prisonois were gi\en a 
fair and honest hearing. 
The jury de- 


liberated on their verdict for two days, 
and after discussing all the phases" of 
tho testimony, arrived at the conclusion 
Stated above.

C'HAXfE. 


Fiequeut coraphiuts have been made 


by farmers all over the country that 
agricultural repoits are fmnished gram 
brokers and speculators in advance aud 
used by them to influence prices, to the 
detriment of farmers who ought to get 
the benefit of information issued by the 
department. In many instances fai mers 
have refused on this account to furnish 
information to the agricultural depart- 
ments and state and county correspond- 
ents. In order to give producers the 
advantage of the earliest possible in- 
formation, Secretary Eubk has prepared 
a bill which provides that all monthly 
aud special reports issued by the secre- 
tary of agriculture shall be delivered to 
the signal office at 4 o'clock on the 
evening of their publication, and by the 
signal office telegraphed to every signal 
station in the United States. 


Ic also provides that each signal 


service officer shall at once mail copies 
of these reports to every postoffiee in 
his district, thus placing the reports in 
the hands of every fanner who has pro- 
duce for sale, sinultaneously with the 
grain speculators. The bill provides for 
an appropriation of 840,000 to carry out 
its provision. It will be introduced by 
Congressman Whiting, of Michigan.

When Prof. J. B. Munger culled the 
teachers to ordt-i twel\uof the fourteen 
teachers were present. On motion of 
Mr. Peters Mus Emma Peckham was 
elected seeietary. 


After a few preliminary remarks as to 


the purposes of in&titiuis by the chair- 
man, Miss Peckham read au essay on 
"School Government." The paper was 
a good one, bringing foith the im- 
portance and necessity of government, 
back of which must be rules or laws, 
and further back punishment. 
This 


subject was thoroughly discussed by the 
teachers present. 
The chairman then 


stated that as the "New School Books" 
was a subject much spoken of, it would 
not be out of place to discuss the sub- 
ject there, and get tho opinions of 
teachers \\hoareiismg them. He first 
called upon Mr. Peters to express his 
views as to the merits of the books.
